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REPARATIONS IS | 
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Problem of “How Much” 
Trips Creditor Nations 


Germany's Capacity to Pay 
‘Crux of Situation 


Next Comes Willingness to 
_ Let Her Pay 


According to the Mechanic and 
Metals National Bank of New York 
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the Dawes report has not definite- 
ly settled the question of the Ger- 
man reparations. In ite June busi- 
ness review that bank says: 

“The problem of ‘how much’ 
will trip the reparation creditors 
for a long time to come. The ex- 
perts responsible for the Dawes 
report very ably laid out a plan 
for meeting the problem of Ger- 
many’s solvency and for producing 
@ paper mark surplus within the 
country, but in determining the 
matter of transferring that surplus 
to foreign countries, In funds ac- 
ceptable to those countries, they 
were carefully restrained. 

“To have a clear understanding 
of the difficuties involved, one 
must know that the problem. of 
reparation payments ts in the long 
run a problem not of politics but 
foreign exchange. Germany can- 
met | transfer its factories or its 

roads bodily to its creditors, its 
supply of gold is too s to pay 
even a fraction of th demnity, 
and its paper money is unaccept- 
able. Hence the only means by 
which the nation can satisfy 
reparation demands is by building 
up an enormous surplus of exports 
over imports, so that the resulting 
credit can provide balances against 
which bilis of exchange may be 
drawn to settle the obligations, in 
sterling, francs or other appro- 
priate currencies. 

“Reparation payments have been 
fixed on a sliding scale, to run 
from $300,000, 000° in 1926 to $625,- 
000,000 in 1934, subject to addi- 
tion or uction in certain contin- 
gencies. make such payments 
effectively, Germany must reverse 
its familiar position in foreign 
trade, and become a nation that 
exports far more goods than it 
imports. By its nature, Germany 
has up to now been an importer 
of materials more than an export- 
er. In the five years before the 
war, 1909-1914, years of Germany's 
greatest prosperity. the average 
annual imports were $5604,000,000, 
against average exports of $420,- 
006,000. In the first three months 
of the present year alone, the Ger- 
man foreign trade deficit amounted 
to $157,000,000. 


' QUESTION OF CAPACITY 
“Whether Germany can so far 
4 and adjust its industries 


remains to be seen whether other 
countries care to have Germany 
assume the role of so great an ex- 
port nation as suggested by the 
above figtres. As for that, the at- 


be judged from the measures they 
have already 
themselves in the export markets, 
at the same time that they have 
sought to shut out cheap German 
products which might prove the 
ruin of theif own manufacturers 
and merchants. 

“The world’s stand on the rep- 
arations may be described like 
: "We believe Germany should 
be forced to pay; if we find that 
she can, by jingo we won't let 
her.’ 

“The situation is one full of in- 
teresting possibilities, but at least 
one of its most baffling complexi- 
ties is now removed. Reparations 
have been taken out of the realm 
of sentiment and feeling, and are 
now in ‘the realm of economic 


common sense. That greatly sim- 
plifies the ultimate solution.”

Return to prewar charges on 
freight shipments of steel and iron 
pipe were ordered by the State 
Ratiroed Commission yesterday in 
a decision affecting al) steam and 
electric railways in California who 
are parties to the western classi- 
fication and Pacific freight tariff 
bureau exemption sheet ratings on 
freight shipments. 

The commission ordered ali raii 
lines to file within twenty days the 
classification applying te steel and 
iron pipe in effect prior te the war 
but subject te the minimum ciass 
rate scale. 

Shipments of this nature before 


ithe war were moved under the 


Pacific freight tariff’ bureau ex- 
emption sheet, which was estab- 
lished in California seme twenty 
years ago, to take care of situa- 
tions peculiar to State traffic, 
where they could not satisfactorily 
be made under the western clas- 
sification schedule.
